D preceyta ars Medicinalis recipity, Scarce any of the precep: s of the 
g art of Phyſick are perpetual, The coniideration of which may 
lead us into a larse field of contemplation ; and in ſome mea- 
ſure clear up our underſtandings, and diſpel! tie miſt of 1gno- 
rance from betore our eyes; that we imnay ſomewhat more clear- 
ly behold the light, and know the reaſon of the imbecillity of 
ip | of our pharmocopxan medicinal Preparations, when applied [in difficult ca- 
and achronical diftempers. So thaty if a man do but rea. the Recipe's of the 
ents and Saves of Phylick, and by his practice find ( as he otter ſhall ) the in- 
lEncy in them to perform that for which they were ordained and inſtituted, 
 Wout a due conlideration of the reaſon thereof ; the Fathers of Phylick, who 
out doubt) were Em: nent,and worthily etieemed, tor their exceilency 1s Arte 
MF ::4:, would fall into isnominy and reproach. The reafou of it mult neceflarily 
8 trom the marvellous alteration of the nature of Diſeaſes from their former 
/ j | which is apparently manifelt to every jud*cious Practirioner, and hath been 
aiently demonttrated by many of the moſt judicious, modern Paylitians. 
"Pertain it is, Char all manner of Diſeaſes are very much altered irom their anct- 
ate and conditio" ; and are grown more rebellious, and mortal, than formerly 
@t have been; which great alteration was not, nor yet indeed could be known 
Vi reſeen by the ancient Fatners or Phylick ; and it is too apparently manitett, 
heir ſucceſſors in 1everal. ſucceeding ages were alto;zcher ignorant there- 


bt, could it be Sranted, that the Ancients did either in their Practice hnd, or 
5h the ſtrength of their Gentus foreſee an alteration or change of the nature 
ſeafes to ſucceed in aves afcer tiem; it were very abſurd to think that they 
W nave made ſuch proviſion to have fitted the old Phenomena, or rales of Cu- 
<1, to the new alteration and change of Diſeaſes not yet krown, And if there 
Woreat a change, and by it fo marvellous an alteration wrought, that it hath ( as 
Wc ) introduced not only new Diſeaſes, but ſomewhat of a new nature in men. 
Women ; then it muſt neceflarily follow, that all old rules and precepts of Phy-

ather cauſes, and thoſe too leſs important, than now we have every day obvio 
cannot ve ſo efficacius in the cure, or carry that weight in its operation as at firit 
deſigned - Nay, 'tis too too apparent, that many times in difficult caſes, and ch 
nick diitempers, they are altogether uſeleſs. 

Therefore the pablick Profeſſors of Phylick are ſo remiſs and negligent ( 
of them ovitinate ) in takins the pains themſelves, or giving others encouragem 
to labour in that good and neceflary worxto eftabliſh rew Doctrines,new Merch 
and Rules of Curation agreeable to the new frame of himane-Nature, and to 
new Phanomena of Diſeaſes. And forſaking their 01d notions aid medicines, tl 
ought to betake themſelves to the invention of new, more rationel, and leſs loaf 
ſome ; which may, by the bleſſing of God, meet with, correft, and extirpace 
worlt of Diſeaſes in their very roet and original. 

Look upon the Symptoms of Agues and Fevers as titey are deſcribed, and i 
fined by the Ancients ; and ſee how little agreement there is: between them, 
the new ſymptoms, types and formalities of Agues appearing in this age, whetiy 
they be Quoridian, 7 ertian, or Quartar, and you ſhill hnd them 1 |tempers of ah 
ther nature : and the old rules and remedies of curing them, ſo iar out of dod 
that they ſeldome do good, often much hurt. For inttance, Blood-letting is rh 
ſcribed by Galen, Avices, and others, in the beginning of a Fevor; eſpeciallyn 
the urine be thick, and red ; whereas, indeed, experience teacheth us, that in (* 
caſes, if the Patient be ſcorbutically inclined, and be phlebotomized at ſuch a i 
it goeth worſe with the Patient, a more evil habit of the body enſueg 
and the body precipitated into another ſort of Ague of a worſe nat® 
and more dangerous condition - as for example, from a T ertia» Agaze to a Qzotll 
an, or Ouartan, or triple Quartar., not alwaies diſcovered irom a Ouotidian, MA 

The Les vererea, or French-Pox, 1s no leſs ſubject-to variation : that if 
conlider it in its firit ſymptoms and appearances, and compare it with what we 
at this day, it will not appear to be the ſame ; ſo much doth it vary in its app 
ance, For, whereas in its infancy it brake forth in odious puſtules of ſeveral kit 
upon the privities, face, head, neck, breaſt, arm, and cenerally over the wholeX 
dy : ſome like to leaprous perſons ; ſome had a filthy ſcurte, which falling otty 
diſcoloured black, or blewiſh skin appeared : ſome had continual rarnins ſores 

Nor did this filrhy Monſter ( which was rightly termed, Mz:ſerabile ſcortat 
flagellum, the miſerable ſcourge of Whoremasters ) only tyrannize upon the M 
ward parts of the body, but the inward parts endured the pains of tormenting 
ulcerations in the nottrils, moth, throar, in the uriters and ſpermatick Velſ 
which olt-times did conſume, and eat off the yard, palate, lips, and noſe, ill 
ſpight of all Medicines : ſo, that perſons that were affeted with this Diſl 
were more ſhunned by their acquaintance and friends, than if they had been v:* 
with the Peſtilence. And if you pleaſe to read Fernelrns upon this Diſeaſe, you 
find it much altered by his obſervation in thirty or forty years : that, then it M 
ced not the bodies of men as formerly, nor afflicted them with ſuch puſtules, ſiE 
andJulcers, but tormented them more with inward intolerable pains ; wp

buck, that the Pox which now reigns hard -by,ſeems ſcarce to be of the ſame kind with

rallf8ny other monſtrous Diſeaſes have done ; but the contrary we find : For we find 
experience, that, though it doth not reign 1n that open hoſtility againft Nature 
St hath done ; but treacherouſly and {lily inſinuates it ſelf into the internal and 
I damental parts of the body, and under ſeveral diſguiſes afflicts the ſons of men z 
& that now it doth not only aflia thoſe perſons who have abuſed themſelves by 
za8aſtiality, but multitudes more participate of this plague by traduction. That is to 
2 (&, with Sexnertss, The French Diſeaſe is now become hereditary, and derived by 
Parents to their Poſterity, by Generation, and communicated from infeted perſons 
{ t6 others , by kiſſing, ſucking, by clothes, and many other waies. Now,the vene- 
 :6al Diſeaſe thus contracted, differs very much from chat which is gotten by unlaw- 
*taf or foul contaQt; for that they appear in the guiſe and form of other maladies; ſo 
kt every ingenious Practitioner may find that many people languiſh under (ick= 
Es appearins ſometimes as a Conſumption, ſometimes the Gout, the Droplie, 
& ASue, Fevers of all forts, ſore Eyes, what not, even under the guiſe of all or 
ynbſt of the Diſeaſes incident to the body of man, 
{*IW hat I have ſaid of this, I misht ſay of the Scurvy, and much more of both : 
idich are Diſeaſes not formerly known, and yearly ſubje& to many variations {ince 
efgbwn 3 and ought to be diligently enquired into, by every insenious and conſci- 
tMious Praftitioner ; becauſe the ſpreading of theſe two diſtempers are fo preva- 
tt, and the complication thereof with other Diſeaſes ſo frequent, that it hath 
made 2n univerſal change of Diſeaſes ; and ſo conſequently an inſufficiency in the 
ging or rules of Curation. $0 that the reaſon plainly appears of the in- 
Mt:ciency, and inability of many of theold rules and preſcriptions is, that they 
& nt ( nor indeed could be ) fitted for the extirpating and rooting out of theſe 
ito porent, though flye, and inſimating enemies of mankind, Concerning the 
eXooreſs of thete two diltempers, and the greatevils that attend humane Nature by 
zhar means, much more might be ſaid: and ſhould I inſiſt at large vpon the cauſes of 
che alceration of Diſeaſes, by reaſon of the complication of theſe 2 grand enemies,
